NPA Annexation 
Backers fo Hear 
Rec District Plan 


Members of the North Palo Aito 
Residents association, which is back-: 
ing a proposal for annexation of the 
area to Menlo Park, will hear the 
projected south county recreation 
district explained at a meeting in 
Willow school at 8 tonight, Sept. 21. 

Speaker will be Donald Walker, 
president of the Ravenswood Rec- 
reation association, which is circu- 
lating petitions in the East and 
North Palo Alto areas asking super- 
visors to call an election on the 
recreation district proposal. 

MAY BE “COOLING” 

Meantime, it appeared the NPA 
residents’ association may be ‘‘coo!- 
ing” on the plan of seeking an elec- 
tion on annexation to Menlo Park. 

Announcing tonight’s meeting, As- 
sociation President Ira Bonde said: 

“Other matters on the agenda will 
include committee reports and ap- 
pointment of additional committee 
members to help gather more pub- 
lic opinion for guidance on the an- 
nexation matter, to help decide if 
the subject should be continued at 
a@ later meeting or dropped.” 

Bonde said the “advantages and 
disadvantages of annexation were 
discussed at the August meeting, but 
no conclusions were reached def- 
initely.” 

TO EXPLAIN TAXES 

“This September meeting,” he an- 
nounced, “is designed to give resi- 
dents an opportunity to become ac- 
quainted with another proposal. Est- 
imated costs and probable effect 
(of a recreation district) on the tax 
rate will be presented along with 
other data by Mr. Walker.”

School Need 
Told Board 


Hearing on proposed rezoning of 
a part of Linfield Oaks tract form- 
erly reserved by the developers as 
a school site has been put over until 
Oct. 2 by the Menlo Park planning 
commission, pending receipt of an 
application for hearing in proper 
form. 

The action was taken at Mbpnday 
night’s meeting of the commission. 

George R. Angus, representing the 
Menlo Park schoo] district ‘board of 
trustees, explained that the school 
district is not interested in the prop- 
erty to be rezoned because of its 
nearness to the railroad tracks. 
WANTS VILLAGE SITE 

Angus added that although the 
school district would prefer a site in 
Stanford Village, a site in Linfield 
Oaks should be reserved in the event, 
that the government’s present 
“freeze” of the Village school site 
becomes permanent. 

“If we need the site badly enough 
we can get it whether it is improved 
or not,” Angus told the board. “How- 
ever, it is less expensive if unim- 


proved. Stakes and surveyor’s mark- |, 


ings are much easier to move than 
installed utilities. 

“The school district is still waiting 
for state funds with which to pur- 
chase property and, at present, the 
government has ordered a ‘reex- 
amination of surplus property’ 
which makes it temporarily imposs- 
ible to purchase in Stanford Vill- 
age.” 

WATCH DEVELOPMENTS 

Angus added that the school dis- 
trict is watching developments af- 
fecting availability of the proposed 
Village school site “very closely.” 

Planning Commissioner Harry C. 
Miner, who suggested that the mat- 
ter should be put over to the Oct. 2 
meeting, stated that he felt the 
planning commission legitimately 
could assist the school district in 
obtaining a place in the tract and 
should use the rezoning of another 
piece of property “as leverage” if 
necessary.

$250,000 Building 
Is Planned For 
Santa Cruz Ave. 


Construction of a $250,000, cight- 
store shopping center on the old 
Presbyterian church site at Santa 
Cruz avenue and Chestnut street 
has been tentatively scheduled to 
begin within the next 30 days, it was 
announced yesterday. 

The project, to cover the entire 
200 by 175 foot site. is to be known 
as the Menlo Park Plaza shopping 
center, and will have approximately 
25,000 feet of floor space. 

George Roberts of San Francisco, 
agent for the building, stated that 
“about half” of the units of the one- 
story structure have been reserved 
by prospective tenants. 

“We are going to take full advant- 
age of the city’s parking plaza at 
the rear of the projected building,” 
Roberts said, “providing walkways 
from it to all parts of the new build- 
ing and to the adjoining streets. 
PLAN VARIED SERVICES 

“Too, we are trying to ‘line up’ a 
list of tenants which will provide as 
large a variety of services as pos- 
sible, without undue duplication of 
facilities in Menlo Park and in the 
shopping center itself.” 

Roberts indicated that several 
Menlo Park and Peninsula business 
firms have “shown interest” in leas- 
ing parts of the building. 

Demolition of the Presbyterian 
church which occupied the land 
since 1874 continued this week. The 
site was sold by church trustees last 
year and wreckage of the-building 
began last month as a preliminary to 
the proposed construction. 

Bids are now being called for the 
building, Roberts stated, adding that 
names of the members of the syndi- 
cate which now owns the property 
could not be disclosed.

THE WOMEN’S HELPING HAND 


The state division of highways, which for more than a year 
has kicked around this city’s request for more traffic signals 
on El Camino Real, is catching it from all sides. 

The highway officials now have the women on their necks 
and if they don’t like it, they asked for it. By formal resolu- 
tion, the Menlo Park Women’s club has struck at delay in 
the project and demanded the division “set a definite date” 
for installation of signals at the Oak Grove and Valparaiso- 
Glenwood avenues intersections. 

We like the idea of the women entering the picture. They 
can be particularly insistent. We remember it was the women 
of Menlo Park who had a big hand in getting the 25-mile-an- 
hour speed limit on El Camino Real in the business district.

EMPLOYMENT AT NEW PEAK 


“For every 100 workers employed in manufacturing in- 
dustries in the San Francisco-Oakland metropolitan area in 
August a year ago, 111 were at work this August.|’’ 

That statement from the state departments of employ- 
ment and industrial relations tells briefly the story of employ- 
ment increases in the area. They began during the upward 
trend in the national economy which started before the Korean 
war and were accelerated after hostilities opened. 

While Menlo Park, with no heavy industry, may seem re- 
mcie from such an economic picture, it is anything but that. 
The entire metropolitan area, which includes San Mateo 
county, is tied together in the overall employment situation. 

The two California departments’ joint statement contain 
some enlightening figures showing the general rise of in- 
dustrial employment in the area. 

Wage and salary workers in manufacturing industries rose 
from 167,100 in July to 184,100 in August. In durable goods 
plants, employes numbered 78,200 in August compared with 
72,300 in July. Employment in nondurable goods (food pro- 
ducts, apparel, etc.) rose to 105,900 in August, up 11,000 
from July. 

Considerable of the upswing is due to reactivation of war- 
time manufacturing, certainly not desirable but present never- 
theless. No “jobless army’ now is in prospect. 

Also present is the possibility of inflation. Everyone shar- 
ing in the increased prosperity can keep down this threat by 
avoiding unnecessary buying of food, clothing and durable 
goods, by building up savings accounts and by purchasing 
more and more defense bonds.

“4 Are Mutual

Committees of the League of Cal- 
ifornia cities and the County Super- 
visors association met again in a 
two day conference last week to ar- 
rive at a program to solve some of 
our mutual problems. 

The cities were primarily con- 
cerned with seing that the quasi- 
municipal services furnished by 
counties to unincorporated com- 
munities just outside city borders 
be paid for by property owners in 
these particular areas, and not from 
the county general fund (for which 
property in cities as well as in the 
unincorporated territory is taxed). 

The supervisors were primarily 
concerned with mounting relief 
costs which are pyramiding the 
property tax rate, and wanted re- 
lief for property owners through 
a broadening of the county tax 
base. 

The staff of the League of Cal- 
ifornia Cities has just completed a 
study of certain counties in the 
state relating to the subsidy given 
by city taxpayers (and by rural tax- 
payers, too) to population concen-

trations in the unincorporated areas. 
In Los Angeles county, for instance, 
the subsidy was estimated at a min- 
imum of $5,825,000, of which the 
cost of the sheriff’s office was 
$3,500,000 

This was not, of course, the whole 
cost of the sheriff’s but only the 
cost directly attributable to that 
part of the operation which acted 
as a police force in the unincorpor- 
ated area. This $5,825,000 subsidy 
was equivalent to 11 cents on the 
county tax rate. 

If this sum haq ben raised only in 
the unincorporated areas of the 
county it would have amounted to 
60 cents on the tax rate, while if 
it had been raised only in the un- 
incorporated urban areas of the 
county (which would have been the 
proper method) the necessary tax 
rate would have ben considerably 
higher. 

A study of operations of the sher- 
iff’s affice in the Alisal district of 
Monterey county showed a necessary 
tax rate of 47 cents per $100 in that 
area if these people were to pay the 
cost of the services they received. 

Likewise, in the Castro Valley 
area of Alameda county a local 
tax rate of 41 cents would be 
needed were it not for the city- 
rural area subsidy. Except for a 
sheriffs patrol in the East Palo 
Alto area, San Mateo county was 
relatively free of this type of sub- 
sidy, due in considerable part to 
the five operating police districts. 

The counties are in a serious pre- 
dicament. The state legislature lib- 
eralizes the welfare provisions which 
the. counties must administer and 
pay for in part. As one supervisor 
put it, the supervisors are just “of- 
fice boys” for the state. Yet the 
counties do not have the power to 
levy business license taxes for rev- 
enue as do the cities, so their tax 
ratés on property mount. 

The committees were in agree- 
ment in principal that legislation 
should be supported that would re- 
quire unincorporated urban areas to 
pay their way for municipal-type 
services and that would permit 
counties to levy sales and business 
license taxes in the unincorporated 
areas for any purpose and county- 
wide sales taxes for welfare. These 
recommendations will be made to 
the boards of directors of the two 
organizations.

‘The Veterans’ Guide 
Officer Urges 
Checkup on 
Records Status 


With the vacation season past. 
fall is a good time for veterans in 
San Mateo county to “take inven- 
tory,” in the opinion of Floyd D. 
Granger, veterans service officer. 

“In other words,’ he _ explains. 
“veterans ought to fulfill their ob- 
ligations to themselves and their 
families by checking up on the 
status of their records right away, 
without waiting for emergencies to 
happen or deadlines to pass un- 
noticed.” 

Some of the questions a veteran 
shoulq ask himself along this line 
are suggested by Granger as follows: 

Is my discharge recorded? It 
costs nothing, and may save time, 
trouble and disappointment later. 

Is my government life insurance 

up to date as to names of bene- 

ficiaries, type of plan, etc? 

Is the correct current information 
about my military service and my 
veteran status on file with the vet- 
erans service office? 

Am I going to make any Use of any 
remaining entitlement I may have 
under the GT bill of rights to educa- 
tion or training? The cut-off date 
on this benefit is July 25, 1951, for 
most veterans. 

Information and assistance on any 
of these matters or on others involv- 
ing state or federal benefits to vet- 
erans and their dependents is avail- 
able at the veterans service office in 
the courthouse, Redwood City.

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M-A High School 
Landscaping 
Plans Okayed 


Sequoia high school trustees last 
week gave preliminary approval to 
a three-phase plan for landscaping 
Menlo-Atherton high school grounds 
at an estimated total cost of $78,112. 

Two phases of the plan, submitted 
by Landscape Architect Arthur Cob- 
bledick, would be undertaken first, 
with the third phase to be com- 
pleted at an indefinite date. 

Phase one, to cost $35,092, would 
include a thorough cleanup of the 
school site; trimming, spraying and 
tree surgery for about 50 large trees 
now on the site; planting of a min- 
imum number of about 150 young 
trees for borders and shade, ex- 
tension of present watering lines 
and installation of football and girls’ 
athletic fields. 

Phase two is to include installa- 
tion of parking space for about 

337 automobiles, lawns and a 
sprinkling system for the front of 

the school and shrubs along Mid- 

dlefield road. 

Phase three is to include planting 
of additional lawns, moving and re- 
planting of young oak trees and gar- 
den walks and gathering places. 

Trustees agreed to approve the 
plan but reserved the right to in- 
clude a number of alternates in the 
final call for bids. The plan, as 
submitted, was termed a “minimum 


program” by board Chairman 
Charles P. Burgess. 
In other actions, the trustees 


hired 41 adult evening high school 
teachers for the 1950-51 term; auth- 
prized payment of $15,000 to Archi- 
tect Frank Wynkoop for preliminary 
plans of the proposed Belment- 
San Carlos area high. school and 
set the board’s next regular meeting’ 
as date of a public hearing on 
whether the Elwood street gate 
should be let open to pedestrians for 
through high school traffic.

Scouting is a 
volunteer organization and it is 
through these sponsors that volun- 
teer leaders are recruited and sub- 
secuently trained for their respect- 
ive jobs in the program. 

Though the program appears to

Cabinets and counters occupy 
more space in a kitchen than does 


space in the kitchen should be 
planned according to the size of 
the family,” American Builder}. 
says. “And, if possible, the ar- 
rangement should be determined 
before plannng the placement of 
windows. Otherwise, windows can 
limit the effectiveness of cabinet 
arrangements.” 

For a family of four persons, 
the building industry publication 
recommends a minimum of 5 feet, 
3 inches of wall cabinets and 8 
feet, 6 inches of base cabinets, in 
addition to space for storing din- 
nerware. 

“When the amount of storage 
space to be used is determined, 
it is important that this space 
be available where it is most 
needed,” American Builder adds. 
“If appliances are properly ar- 
ranged according to reeommended 
planning principles and if manu- 
facturers’ cabinets are used, there 
is little chance of error in estab- 
lishing correct availability of 
storage space. 

“Manufacturers of wood and 
metal cabinets, largely responsi- 
ble for the rapid progress in de- 
velopment and standardization of 
kitchen units, today offer inte- 
grated units styled to harmonize 
with appliances, Cabinets are 
available to fit any kitchen re- 
quirements and are usually de- 
signed to complement work areas. 

“Base cabinets under counters 
where mixing is:done, for exam- 
ple, usually have provisions for 
the storage of staple items used 
in mixing foods, while dinner- 
ware storage is usually arranged 
in wall cabinets directly above 
the serving area.
